LAND. 



Ten years ago, Russia and the Unit- 
ed States were about even competitors 
for the first place in supplying England 
with grain. Now the Americans have 
hopelessly distanced the Muscovites. 
In 1868, England imported of wheat, 
flour, and corn from the United States 
10,594,000 hundredweights ; from Rus- 
sia, 10,719,000 hundredweights. Since 
then the Russian contribution has been 
nearly stationary, amounting only to 
11,169,000 hundredweights in 1877, 
while that from the United States has 
increased year by year till in 1876 and 
1877 it reached tho enormous figures 
of 48,709,000 and 48,730,000 hundred- 
weights respectively. It is singular 
that of the two countries Russia has 
126 per cent, more of cultivated land, 
the area being 271,000,000 acres 
against tho 120,310,281 cultivated 
acres of the United States. The larger 
population of Russia— some 64,000,000 
in the European part, which is that to 
which these figures relate — against tho 
45,000,000 of tho United States ac- 
counts for some of tho difference. But 
the greatest part of tho difference arises 
from radical diversities in tho mode of 
tillage. In the wheat-growing parts of 
the United States is a continual succes- 
sion of wheat and fallow, with the fallow 
left out occasional}', as long as the land 
will grow wheat. In the wheat ex- 
porting parts of Russia, where the land 
is more fertile than that of the United 
States, tho system is that known as 
tho three field system. One-third of 
the farm is always in fallow. Anoth- 
er favourite system is to grow wheat 
on the same land for three or four 
years in succession, and then to let it 
lie idle for five or six years Even 
under these wasteful processes of pro- 
duction much of the crop never reach- 
es any market, but rots for want of 
means of conveyance. It is very hard 
to say which of the two great wheat ex- 
porting countries is exhausting its 
strength most rapidly, It is not likely 
though that the United States will con- 
tinue to increase its exports at tho rate 
of the last few years; and the time 
must soon come when tho available 
surplus from this side of the Atlantic 
will begin to decrease. 

NINE MONTHS' FAIL URES 

Authentic figures of tho actual fail- 
ures in the United States during the 
third quarter of the year have been 
awaited with more interest than usual, 
owing to the large number who sought 
to avail themselves of the national 
bankrupt law prior to its expiration on 
the first of September. Statistics for 
the quarter and for tho first nine 
months of the year are now furnished 
by the mercantile agency of Dun, Bar- 
low it Co., and show as follows: The 
number of failures for the third quarter 
of 1878 were 2,853, as compared with 
2,185 the same quarter last year. Lia- 
bilities for last quarter, §66,000,000, 
as compared with $42,000,000 in the 
same period of 1877. For the first 
nine months of 1878 tho failures num- 
ber 8,678, as compared with 6,565 in 
the same period of 1*77. The liabili- 
ties for the first nine months of 1878 
are $197,000,000, against $141,000, 
000 for nine months of 1877. It is ad- 
mitted that the petititions in bank- 
ruptcy filed in the period named, con- 
siderably exceed the figures given above, 
but it must be understood that a largo 
number of applicants for relief were 
either those whose failures had been 
previously reported or those who had 
gone out of business, or were not en- 
gaged in mercantile pursuits, and hence 
not included in mercantile failures. The 
above figures refer to failures only 
among those who were in active busi- 
ness, and suspended payment during 
the period under review. The agency 
considers that the number of actual 
failures were not as large as might 
have been anticipated among 700,000 
traders reported in business, and in 
view of the temptation offered to ob- 
tain relief from past misfortunes, or 
anticipated embarrassment. The trade 
of the country is believed to have sur- 
vived what threatened to be a serious 
shock to confidence and credit, growing 
out of the repeal of the bankruptcy law, 
and excepting the unfortunafe epidemic 
in the South the general conditions of 
trade are more healthy than at any 
time since 1873. 



Tho Enterprise Company. 

Editor Colonist: — Under the head- 
ings "Cariboo" and "First Gold'' in to- 
day's Colonist you publish some state- 
ments relative to the Enterprise Co. 
So far as I know from information re- 
ceived at the company's office, and also 
from a private letter from a reliable 
source in Cariboo, the information you 
publish is incorrect. Under the first 
heading you state that fifty ounces of 
amalgam was scraped from the plates 
up to November 28th. The true 
amount I believe to have been thirty 
ounces, which on being retorted was re- 
duced to the quantity stated under 
"First Gold," viz: 1\ oz. Tho para- 
graph "First Gold" is, however, incor- 
rect in stating that the amount was ob- 
tained from 24 hours crushing. It was, 
in fact, tho amount obtained up to 
Nov. 30th, and tho mill commenced 
crushing on Nov. 21st, though owing 
to the mishaps and stoppages that ■will 
always occur in starting new machin- 
ery, and also to a defective ditch, the 
mill only worked at intervals and for 
a few hours at a time. 

My obj( ot in writing this letter is to 
prevent, if possible, exaggerated re- 
ports from appearing in the newspapers 
relative to the Enterprise Co., which 
can only injure it in public estimation, 
for on their fallacy' becoming apparent, 
corroot statements of the work it is do- 



ing will not obtain credence. Our 
crushing operations have been inter- 
rupted as I stated above; firstly by 
want of snow on which to haul the ore, 
secondly from want of water to run the 
mill. But wo believe we have good ore 
and plenty of it, and work is going on 
as satisfactorily as can bo expected. In 
any case we wish to stand or fall on 
tho actual merits of our enterprise, 
and therefore object to any exaggerated 
statements of our prospects.

A number of Italian students have 
founded a Nobeling Club, "to transmit 
to future generations tho memory of 
great men who have consecrated them- 
selves to the emancipation of tho hu- 
man race by pen or deed." "If," says 
the inaugural, " the members have cho- 
sen tho name of the intrepid German 
philosopher, it is to synthesize by his 
namo tho aim of the club, which pro- 
poses to co-operate with all its powers 
to bring about tho complete emancipa- 
tion of man, political, economic, and re- 
ligious." 

Tho Emperor William has conferred 
upon Prince Bismarck, on tho occasion 
of his daughter's marriage, the Great 
Star of tho Order of the Red Eaglo, 
decorated with the Crown and Sceptre, 
a decoration which has been conferred 
only once before, namely, by Frederick 
William IV, upon the Minister Mun- 
teuffel. Princess Bismarck and the 
bride were presented by His Majesty 
with precious bracelets. 

The present King of Holland was 
not to bo found upon the doath of his 
father, William II. Despatches were 
sent to all the Dutch Consuls through- 
out the world to make enquiries, when 
suddenly it was recollected that the 
Prince had become enamoured of an 
actress in an English travelling compa- 
ny. This was in 1849, and he was 
then thirty-two years of age. The 
troupe was found in a small city of 
Scotland, and the Prince for a month 
had been acting as prompter. 

The German papers quote some sta- 
tistics comparing the proportion of 
married persons in the population of 
the different countries of Europe. Ger- 
many ranks only seventh in the list. 
To 10,000 souls in each country, there 
are in Hungary 6,475 ; in France, 
5,566 ; in England and Wales, 5,398 ; 
in Austria, 5,271 ; in Italy, 5,270 ; in 
Denmark, 5,191 ; in Germany, 5,107; 
in Norway, 5,065 ; in Sweden, 4,952 ; 
in tho Netherlands, 4,948 ; in Scotland, 
4,678; in Belgium, 4,634 ; iu Switzer- 
land, 4,582 ; and in Ireland, 4,313.

Ch.ir.oso Citizenship. 

[From tbo San Francisio Col\. ) 

The Now York papers give some 
particulars of the naturalization of 
Wing Ah Yee, a Chinamnn by birth, 
and tho reasons which induced Judgo 
Larrimore, of the Court of Common 
Pleas, .to take action reversing two de- 
cisions in Federal Courts on tho law- 
points involved in Wing Ah Veo's ap- 
plication. Judgo Larrimoro stated to 
a reporter of tho Herald that he grant- 
ed Wing Ah Yee's papers with a view- 
to f urnish f. test ease. There havo been 
two cases in tho United States Courts 
in which Chinamen have been denied 
naturalization. One was tho case of 
Ah Yup, beforo Judgo Sawyer, of San 
Francisco, and the other beforo Judge 
Choate, of Now York. The California 
caso took precedence in date, and was 
followed by tho New York Judgo for 
the sake of uniformity, though he wroto 
no opinion. Judgo Larrimoro says if 
Judgo Choate had written an opinion 
ho would have felt himself bound to 
follow it, for tho sake of uniformity in 
rulings of Stato and Federal Courts in 
the Stato ; hut as Judge Choato had 
simply accepted tho argument of a 
Judge in another State, ho thought ho 
would furnish a test case. J udgc Lar- 
rimoro holds that tho Chineso must 
come in under the broad classification 
of whito or black, both of which races 
are entitled to full citizenship by law. 
He does not pretend to deter mine whe- 
ther tho Chinese aro whito or black, 
but assuming that the human family 
is divided into two races — white and 
black — ho concludes that the Chinese 
must rank with one or the other. Ho 
does not attempt, however, to answer 
Judge Sawyer's apparently conclusive 
argument on that point. It appears, 
however, that this Judge who desires to 
furnish a test case, is not very clear as 
to the policy of permitting unrestricted 
Chinese immigration. He admitted to 
the Herald reporter that a great ques- 
tion was involved. Said the J udge : 
" It is a very interesting question, for, 
if these Mongolians should come down 
on us in a swarm, it would bo as the 
Assyrian came down like a wolf on the 
fold." The individual who has obtain- 
ed his citizenship papers in New York 
is to such an extent an exception to his 
raco that, but for tho principle admit- 
ted, there would be no harm in making 
him a citizen. He has dwelt in New 
York eight years, speaks the English 
language fluently, is married to an 
Irish woman, has a good business, and 
has acquired considerable property. It 
will bo understood, however, that this 
individual's qualifications for citizen- 
ship have nothing to do with tho ques- 
tion. Chinamen are entitled to citi- 
zenship, or they are not. If tho for- 
mer, tho ignorant will come te us witli 
the educated. Judgo Sawyer's argu- 
ment on the law points involved has 
never been answered, though in this 
case a State Court has taken contrary 
action. 



Irish Statistics. 

The theory of tho fertility of tho 
population of Ireland which was form- 
erly held does not seem to be borne out 
by the statistics of the Irish Registrar- 
General. In his return for the quarter 
ending on tho 30th of September he 
still reports an extraordinarily low 
birth-rate, it being only 24:1 per annum 
in every 1,000 of the estimated popu- 
lation, while the rate in England for 
the same period was 35:7. The mar- 
riage rate also continues very low, be- 
ing for tho quarter ending tho 30th 
of June last only 3:5 per nnnum in 
every 1,000 persons, and slightly lower 
than tho average of tho corresponding 
quarter during tho last three years. 
Of the -1,714 marriages recorded 5,941 
were between Roman Catholics and 
1,170 between Protestants, the for- 
mer being equal to an annual rate of 
2:9 per 1,000 of tho Roman Catholic 
population, and the latter to a yearly 
rate of 5:G per 1,000; the average rates 
for the J unc quarter of tho last three 
years were 3:3 and 5:5 per 1,000 
respectively. An increase of 208 
appears to havo occurred in the 
number of the population during the 
three months which ended with Sept- 
ember, 11,071 persons having emig- 
rated. Tho Registrar-General estimates 
the population of Ireland at the mid- 
dle of the present year to have numb- 
ered 5,351,000 persons.

Great excitement prevails respecting 
tho murder of the constables at Mans- 
field by the bushranger Kelly and others. 
The Government has offered a reward of 
.£500 ahead for the four ruffians, A 
largo number of police are still out in 
search of thorn. In the Assembly, on 
October 30th, the Sydney Outlawry 
bill was introduced, under which bush 
rangers will be shot down if they fail 
to surrender to justice. The bill was 
rapidly passed through all its stages. 
The Chief Justice has granted a sum- 
mons under tho "Felons' Apprehension 
Act," calling upon Edward Kelly and 
his accomplices to appear at the Su- 
premo Court before the 12th instant, 
to answor to a charge of murdering 
Constable Scanlon, this being a neces- 
sary proceeding prior to declaring the 
offenders outlaws. 

Tho proposed agreement for the du- 
plication of the cable connecting Aus 
tralia with Europe has been tho sub- 
ject of two nights' debate in the Sydney 
Parliament, but the details of the 
agreement were approved of by the 
Committee of tho Whole without ma- 
terial amendment. 

Preparations for tho Sydney Inter- 
national Exhibition of 1879 aie pro- 
gressing very satisfactorily.

Social Ceremonies. 



At bottom, the social forms of all 
civilized nations are based on tlie grand 
principle of mutual good will, and 
of doing to others as we would 
that others should do to us. Thero 
must be a reciprocity, both of forbear- 
ance and of acting kindness. Tho 
French have a proverb. "A pleasure 
conferred deserves another in return;" 
and in popular language, pleasure has 
n wider sense than the mere dictionary 
meaning, stretching so far as oven to in- 
cludo a money present. When once 
the mutual it}- basis of politeness is ad- 
mitted and adopted, theresf • -will ever be 
a question of degree, to bo regulated 
by tho sliding scale of timo and 
opportunity. Hence, cases, anecdotes, 
and illustrations, are better guides to 
the true spirit of all ceremonial, than 
any code of abstract rules. 

Common sense and ready tact can 
alono prevent people from committing 
blunders and improprieties. If from 
tho sublime to the ridiculous there is 
only one stop, who does not feel that 
thero is only half a step from civility 
to affectation, from kindness to famil- 
iarity, from pleasantry to sarcasm, from 
dignity to stiffness, from unreserved to 
rough behaviour, from cheerful fun to 
boisterousness. Whoever kcips on the 
right sido of the boundary, and, by 
long usuago or by natural instinct, not 
only docs what ho ought at tho right 
time and place, but absolutely and com- 
pletely refrains from anything that 
would compromise him, may fairly 
claim the title of a well-bred person. 

In manners, as in diplomacy, excess 
of zeal is a great mistake; in none of 
its shapes should politeness ever be 
overdone. Set conpliments are dan- 
gerous things to handle! They may be 
offered in all sincerity, and yet have a 
very equivocal sound. An old adage 
says; "All men are equal before Polite- 
ness" which is certainly a great mis- 
take. On the contrary, ceremonial po- 
liteness recognizes and regulates the in- 
equality of men and women. It gives 
unto Ctesar the things that am Ctesar's, 
and to the underling the things that aro 
the underling's. It is as strict as 
Portia, in the matter of tho pound of 
flesh. It forbids the taking of a hair's 
breadth more or less than the pound 
written in the bond and duo to the 
claimant. It motes out its awards with 
an iron rule. This is your right and 
that is yours; here is his place, and 
there is theirs. No cavil, dispute or dis- 
cussion is possible; still loss pleading 
for indulgence and favor.
